The  first  published  account  of  the  Hoyt  family  1857  was  a  genealogical 
history  of  John  Hoyt  of  Salisbury,  and  David  Hoyt  of  Deerfield,  Mass, 
with  some  account  of  the  earlier  Connecticut  Hoyts,  and  an  appendix, 
containing  the  family  record  of  William  Barnes  of  Salisbury,  Mass,  a 
list  of  the  first  settlers  of  Salisbury  and  Amesbury,  Mass.  etc.  but  entailed 
a  great  pecuniary  loss  through  lack  of  sales.  In  1863  it  was  decided  to 
sell  the  unbound  sheets  for  paper  stock,  this  reached  the  attention  of  Rev. 
James  Hoyt  of  Orange,  N.  J.  In  February  1864  he  issued  a  circular,  con¬ 
taining  these  words,  concerning  the  first  effort  for  the  family  record. 

“A  well  executed  book  of  this  kind  has  value;  1st:  from  the  natural 
interest  which  anyone  takes  in  the  name  he  bears.  Who  does  not  feel 
identified  with  his  family  name?  Whose  self-respect  is  not  gratified  when 
the  name  is  honored,  and  wounded  when  it  receives  a  stigma?  The  senti¬ 
ment  which  makes  one  proud  to  bear  an  illustrious  name,  is  both  natural 
and  commendable,  every  work  of  this  kind  honors  the  name  which  fills 
up  its  pages.  2nd :  From  the  reverence  one  feels  for  his  ancestry.  We  place 
headstones  over  the  ancestral  graves;  we  feel  it  to  be  a  filial  and  sacred 
duty  to  preserve  in  that  way  the  names  of  our  fathers,  and  the  times  when 
they  lived.  But  here  we  may,  at  little  cost,  erect  for  them  a  monument 
that  will  outlast  the  stone  and  that  we  and  our  children  can  look  upon 
and  read  at  any  time  wherever  the  home  may  be.  3rd:  From  our  own 
desire  of  remembrance.  Who  is  willing  to  be  forgotten?  Not  many  living 
Americans  could  give  the  name  of  their  great-grandparents.  4th:  From 
its  relation  to  local  and  general  history,  for  which  it  furnishes  much  gen¬ 
eral  material.  5th:  Showing  the  westward  flow  of  our  civilization  from 
one  generation  to  another.  One  who  reflects  on  these  and  other  points 
must  see  both  public  and  personal  reasons  for  desiring  works  of  this  kind 
to  be  executed." 

This  circular  aroused  renewed  interest  and  in  the  summer  1864  came  the 
suggestion  of  a  publication  fund  of  $1500.00  and  a  family  meeting  with  the 
result,  after  invitations  were  sent  to  all  Hoyts  and  descendants,  as  far  as 
possible,  from  Maine  to  California,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Congregational 
Church,  Stamford,  Conn.  June  2,  1866  a  full  account  being  given  in  the 
volume  from  which  I  have  quoted.  The  result  of  this  meeting  furnished 
the  co-operation  and  funds  needed  for  the  author  to  make  the  necessary 
research  and  a  trip  to  England  in  which  an  exhaustive  study  was  made  of 
the  name  and  its  derivations,  and  the  early  environments  both  in  England 
and  the  new  country  is  given. 
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In  this  record  I  am  giving  only  the  date  which  pertains  to  our  direct 
line,  as  we  have  no  proof  any  ancestry  beyond  Simon  Hoyt,  I  am  starting 
in  this  country  with  his  history  and  carrying  down  only  our  immediate 
family.  The  earliest  mention  of  his  name  is  the  following  from  the  records 
of  Charlestown,  Mass.: 

“The  Inhabitants  yl:  first  settled  in  this  place  &  brought  it  into  the 
denomination  of  An  English  Towne  were  in  Anno  1628  (1629)  as  folio: 
viz:  Ralph  Sprague,  Richd  Sprague,  William  Sprague,  John  Meech, 
Simon  Hoyt,  Abra:  Palmer,  Walter  Palmer,  Nicholas  Stowers,  John 
Strickline,  Tho:  Walford  (smith  lived  heere  alone  before)  M.  Graves  (who 
had  charge  of  some  of  the  servts  of  the  company  of  Patentees  with  whch 
hee  built  the  great  house  this  yeare  for  such  of  the  sd  Company  as  are 
shortly  to  come  over,  and  which  afterwards  became  the  meeting  house) 
and  M.  Bright  (Minister  to  the  Companies  servants)  by  whom  it  was 
Jointly  agreed  &  concluded  yl:  this  place  on  the  north  side  of  the  Charles 
River,  by  the  natives  called  Mishawum  shall  henceforth  from  the  name 
of  the  River  bee  called  Charlestowne  wch  was  also  confirmed  by  M.  John 
Endicutt,  Governour.,, 

The  records  also  state  that  in  the  summer  1628  (1629)  “the  Spragues 
and  three  or  four  others”  with  the  approval  of  Gov.  Endicutt,  travelled 
from  Salem  “through  the  woods”  to  explore  and  settle  Charlestowne, 
where  they  found  only  one  English  abode  the  “palisadoed  and  thatched 
house”  of  Thomas  Wolford,  a  smith  and  that  in  June  and  July  1629 
(1630)  twelve  ships  arrived  bringing  1500  people  with  dignitaries  and 
Charles’  Patent  for  Massachusetts  Bay,  known  as:  The  Governor  and 
Company  of  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England,  John  Winthrop,  Gover¬ 
nor,  - Dudley  Deputy  Governor,  after  which  the  colonists  sepa¬ 

rated  and  settled  Watertown,  Dorchester  and  other  adjacent  towns. 

Frothingham  in  his  history  of  Charlestowne  states  the  above  records  as 
quoted  were  not  written  until  1664  and  shows  that  some  of  the  dates  were 
one  year  too  early.  He  is  uncertain  whether  the  journey  of  the  Spragues 
from  Salem  to  Charlestowne  was  in  1628  or  1629,  but  Graves  and  Bright 
were  not  in  Charlestown  until  1629.  The  journey  could  not  have  been 
made  before  the  autumn  of  1628  and  it  seems  more  probable  that  it  took 
place  in  early  summer  1629. 

Governor  John  Endicott  arrived  in  Salem  on  the  Abigail,  the  only  vessel 
sent  by  the  Massachusetts  Company  in  1628,  which  arrived  Sept.  6,  1628. 
The  George  the  earliest  vessel  to  set  sail  in  1629  arrived  June  22,  1629 
with  a  letter  of  instructions  to  Governor  Endicott  urging  him  to  settle 
Massachusetts  Bay  at  once.  This  may  have  led  to  the  settlement  of 
Charlestown  if  it  had  not  already  commenced. 

Historians  disagree  as  to  which  ship  the  Spragues  and  “three  or  four 
others”  came  over  in,  but  as  only  one  name  appears  between  Ralph, 
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Richard  and  William  Sprague  and  Simon  Hoyt,  he  probably  was  one  of 
the  “three  or  four  others”  that  came  in  the  same  vessel  with  the  Spragues, 
either  Abigail  or  George,  who  came  “at  their  own  cost”  to  Salem,  then 
Charlestown,  he  came  probably  a  widower  with  3  sons  about  12  —  10  — 
8  years  of  age.  He  could  not  have  remained  there  more  than  a  year  or 
two,  as  his  name  does  not  appear  afterward. 

The  name  Simon  Hoyt  does  not  appear  among  “The  names  of  such  as 
desire  to  be  made  freemen”  Oct.  19,  1630,  but  does  appear  on  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  list  of  “such  as  took  oath  of  Freemen”  May  18,  1631. 

In  the  early  history  of  Dorchester,  Mass,  we  find  where  “Simon  Hoyte 
has  two  cows,  and  is  therefore,  required  to  put  up  40  ft.  of  fence  on  marsh 
Oct.  8,  1633,”  and  in  several  places  in  the  records  of  this  place  his  name 
appears  in  1634  and  1635.  He  presumably  moved  from  Dorchester  to 
Scituate  early  in  1635,  as  Symeon  Hoyt  and  his  wife  joined  the  Scituate, 
Mass,  church  Apr.  19,  1635.  From  Scituate  he  went  to  Windsor,  Conn. 

On  page  11  of  Hinman’s  (smaller)  catalogue  of  the  first  Puritan  settlers 
of  Connecticut,  we  find  Simeon  Hoyt  the  last  name  on  the  list  of  those 
who  joined  the  Rev.  Ephraim  Huit  in  Massachusetts  on  his  way  from 
England  to  Windsor,  Conn,  in  1639.  Also  on  page  32  where  Simon  Hoyt 
or  Hoyette  came  to  Windsor  in  2nd  colony  in  ’39. 

The  earliest  mention  of  his  name  on  the  Windsor,  Conn,  records  is  in 
the  first  book  of  land  records  Feb.  28,  1640  “Symon  Hoyt  hath  granted 
from  the  Plantation  for  meadow  and  upland  adjoyning  fourscore  acres, 
more  or  less,  bounded  west  by  Wm  Hill,  from  the  river  back  one  hundred 
twenty  rodd  to  the  west,  uppon  the  south  it  bounds  fro  Wm  Hill  lott  along 
the  rivulet  untill  it  comes  to  Mathias  Sentions  meadow  and  then  it  turns 
about  upon  the  east  and  bounds  by  the  said  meadow  in  a  straight  lyne 
fro  the  river  six  rodd  and  then  it  turns  agayne  upon  the  south  behind  the 
end  of  Mathias  Sention  &  Bagget  Eggleston’s  meadow,  until  it  comes  to 
Elias  Parkman’s,  and  the  Town  Swamp  and  Elias  Parkman’s  meadow 
bounds  it  east,  untill  yl  come  to  the  foote  of  the  hill  in  a  streight  lyne  and 
fro  thence  yl  turns  &  bounds  upon  the  north  untill  yl  corns  to  the  utmost 
end  of  Will  Hills  lott.” 

“Also  on  the  north  side  the  rivulet  fourscor  acres,  thirty  of  which  is 
given  to  his  son  Walter  Hoyt  fro  the  Towne,  yl  lyes  neere  the  falls  in  the 
rivulet:  it  is  in  length  from  the  river  back  one  hundred  twenty  rodd,  in 
breadth  one  hundred  twenty  six  rodd  bounded  every  way  by  the  common.” 

A  copy  of  the  above  entries  differing  somewhat  in  the  phrase-ology 
employed,  is  also  found  in  a  record  of  Windsor  lands,  among  the  State 
papers  at  Hartford,  Conn. 

In  Stiles  History  of  Windsor  page  123  may  be  found  a  plan  of  ancient 
Windsor  1640  to  1654.  According  to  this  plan,  the  land  of  Simon  Hoyt 
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lay  on  the  east  side  of  the  rivulet  away  from  the  other  settlers.  The  name 
“ Hoyt's  Meadow”  seems  to  have  been  applied  to  this  part  of  Windsor, 
and  was  retained  as  late  as  1875. 

He  sold  his  Windsor  land  to  Wm.  Thall  and  moved  to  Fairfield,  Conn, 
where  on  land  records,  page  29  &  30,  “March  ye  6th  1649,  Granted  unto 
Simon  Hoitt  from  the  Town  ”  one  home  lott  contayning  two  acres  and  half, 
more  or  less,  bounded  on  the  southwest  with  land  of  Georg  Godwin, 
on  the  southeast  with  a  hieway,  on  the  northeast  with  the  land  of  John 
Tomson,  on  the  northwest  with  the  common  also,  and  also  making  several 
tracts  all  on  the  same  date.  He  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  seven  diff¬ 
erent  towns.  It  is  evident  he  moved  to  Stamford  before  his  death,  as 
Stamford  records  contain  his  death  notice,  Sept.  1,  1657.  An  inventory 
dated  Oct.  9,  1657  of  the  estate  of  Simon  Hoyt  will  be  found  on  the  Stam¬ 
ford  records  worn  and  torn  and  partially  illegible.  Simon  Hoyt  was 
twice  married,  and  left  a  widow  who  afterward  married  Robert  Bates. 
Simon  Hoyt’s  children  by  his  first  wife  were  Walter,  Nicholas  and  John; 
second  wife,  nee  Susanne  Smith,  Moses,  Joshua,  Samuel,  Benjamin,  and 
three  daughters. 

Early  Stamford  records  show  an  agreement  between  his  second  wife 
Susanne  and  her  children  as  to  the  distribution  of  property,  “Witness 
these  presents  an  agreement  made  and  concluded  between  us,  viz;  Moses 
Hoyt,  Joshua  Hoyt,  Samuell  Hoyt,  Benjiman  Hoyt,  Thomas  Lyon, 
Samuel  ffinch,  Samuel  ffurman,  conserning  distribution  of  ye  estate  of 
our  deceased  mother  Susanna  Bates. 

From  all  that  can  be  learned  about  Simon  Hoyt  he  was  born  about 
1590  was  38  or  40  years  of  age  when  he  came  to  this  country,  and  65  or  70 
at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Walter  Hoyt,  born  June  9,  1616,  from  the  records  of  Church  in  Upway, 
England,  (this  date  and  church  was  written  in  pencil  in  the  Genealogy 
by  Deborah  Stowers).  First  record  is  with  a  grant  of  land  in  connection 
with  his  father  in  Windsor,  Feb.  28,  1640  also  on  page  113  first  book  of 
Windsor  land  records,  other  land  Grants.  He  soon  removed  and  was  one 
of  the  first  settlers  of  Norwalk,  the  first  record  of  Norwalk  Town  proceed¬ 
ings  is  dated  1653.  An  entry  dated  Dec.  18,  1653  relates  to  an  agreement 
of  the  townsmen  with  Ralp  Keeiler  and  Walter  Haite  about  building  a 
house  for  Mr.  Hanford  the  minister. 

In  the  table  of  the  “The  Estates  of  lands  and  accommodations  of  ye 
town  of  Norwalk”  in  1671  we  find  one  of  the  64  names  “Walter  Hoyte 
192  pounds,”  and  one  of  the  78  names  of  “The  Estates  of  Commonage  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Norwalk”  Jan.  1687  242  pounds.  In  each  case  only 
8  persons  were  rated  a  higher  sum.  In  the  Norwalk  Patents  of  1686  Mr. 
Walter  Hoyt  is  fifth  of  the  ten  proprietors  of  the  township  of  Norwalk 
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confirmed  by  the  General  Court  of  Conn.  1865  “They,  having  possessed 
the  land  for  twenty  years  last  past.”  The  grants  and  deeds  of  Walter 
Haite  occupy  two  pages  -  folio  8  first  book  of  Norwalk  grants  and  deeds. 
Walter  Hoyt  Deputy  for  Norwalk  in  General  Court  1658-59-61-67-68-70-71- 
78-74-76-78-81.  Walter  Hoyt  was  confirmed  as  a  Sargeant  of  a  company 
at  Norwalk  by  General  Courts  of  Elections,  Hartford,  Conn.,  May  19, 
1659.  Thereafter  the  name  appears  with  the  title  Sarg’t.  He  died  about 
1698.  An  inventory  of  his  estate  on  file  at  Fairfield,  Conn,  dated  Jan.  10, 
1698  contains  nine  items  in  all,  amounting  to  167  pds  150  of  which  is  value 
of  land  including  meadow,  commonage,  etc. 

On  the  town  records  of  Norwalk,  Conn,  we  find  an  entry  commencing: 
“Wheras,  Walter  Hoyt  of  Norwalk,  deceased  and  dyed  possessed  of  sum 
considerable  Estate;  both  in  lands  and  moveables  as  appears  both  by  his 
Will  and  Inventory  and  bequeathing  the  whole  thereof  unto  his  two  sons 
namely  John  Hoyt,  Sen.  of  Danberry  and  Zerrubbabel  Hoyt  of  Norwalk 
equally  to  be  divided  etc.  etc.  among  other  Children  of  Walter  Hoyt, 
John  born  July  16,  1644  married  Mary  Lindall  Sept.  14,1666  Eliazbeth, 
married  1663  Samuel  Sention.  Hannah  married  Oct.  20,  1664  Judah 
Gregory.  Zerrubbabel  born  between  1650  and  1654  first  wife  unknown, 
2nd  wife  Mehitabel  Keeler  married  before  1725. 

On  the  Norwalk  records  we  find  that  December  1680  “  Zerrubbabbel 
Haite  hath  undertaken  to  beate  the  drums  for  publick  meetings,  and  also 
for  such  stray  horses  as  are  brought  in  to  be  sould,  for  which  he  is  to  re¬ 
ceive  fourteen  shillings;  and  ten  pence  a  time  that  stray  horses  are  brought 
in  to  be  sould.”  Feb.  1686  “Zerrubbabel  Hout  did  engage  to  beate  the 
Drum  and  maintaine  it,  and  that  on  all  publique  occassions;  and  to  sweep 
the  meeting  house  for  the  year  ensueing,  and  is  allowed  for  his  labor  two 
and  forty  shillings.”  Jan.  1687  “Estates  of  commonage  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Norwalk,  Zerrubbabel  Hoyt  50  lbs.”  We  also  find  Zerrubbabel  Hoyt 
on  the  list  of  voters  1694.  From  colonial  records  of  Ct.  we  find  Zerrubbabel 
Hoyt  was  one  of  nine  persons  who  by  order  of  General  Court  were  to 
“purchase  of  the  Indians  a  certain  tract  of  land  lying  about  fourteen  miles 
to  the  northward  of  the  Town  of  Norwalk  to  settle  a  plantation  there.” 

Received  5s.  for  “half  one  wolf”  Dec.  1701.  Same  year  and  same  month 
was  chosen  one  of  the  pounders,  “for  to  pound  all  swine  that  are  on  the 
commons  of  the  town  after  the  1st  of  Mar.  next  ensueing;  not  sufficiently 
yoaked  and  ringed,”  and  was  one  of  the  committee  of  seven  to  “order  and 
determine  the  seating  of  the  meeting  house,”  having  “respect  for  age, 
quality  and  the  estates  of  persons  in  the  publique  list.”  Was  one  of  a 
committee  of  three  to  locate  a  burying  place  for  the  “inhabitants  of  the 
west  side  of  Norwalk  River.” 

Dec.  11,  1713  “the  town  grants  to  Zerrubbabel  Hoyt  twenty  six  shill¬ 
ings  in  pay  or  two  thirds  money,  for  his  “ringing  y‘*  bell  at  nine  o’clock

at  night,  for  ye  year  ensueing,  and  the  said  Hoyt  engages  to  performe  the 
same.” 

The  estate  of  Zerub  Hoyt  on  the  “account  of  commonage”  Dec.  1721,- 
was  342  lbs.  there  being  only  two  or  three  as  large.  He  was  Decaon  in 
Norwalk  Church  1717. 

On  Norwalk  records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  the  name  is  Haite 
in  all  cases  before  1700,  and  Hoyt  afterward.  On  early  land  records  we 
find  five  lots  of  land  containing  89  acres  Granted  by  the  town  of  Norwalk 
to  Zerub  Hoyt  Feb.  1699,  a  deed  from  Walter  Hoyt  to  his  son  Zerub  1682, 
and  from  Zerub  to  his  three  sons  at  various  times  from  1704  to  1726,  also 
land  laid  out  to  him  and  his  three  sons  at  Canoe  Hill  in  1712  and  various 
other  deeds  from  Zerub  Hoyt  1703  to  1723  and  later,  name  in  all  land 
records  spelled  Hoyt.  We  find  no  probate  record  realtive  to  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  his  estate.  He  is  spoken  of  as  deceased,  late  of  Norwalk  of  Jan. 
25,  1738-9,  in  an  indenture  between  his  heirs.

Noah  was  baptised  in  the  Norwalk  Church  (as  were  all  the  children  of 
his  father)  Nov.  11, 1753.  His  first  wife  Jerusha  Abbott  was  a  daughter  of 
John  Abbott  of  Norwalk,  Conn.  His  second  wife,  Mary  Seeley,  was  a 
daughter  of  Wyx  Seeley  of  Stamford,  Conn.  He  moved  from  Norwalk,  New 
Canaan,  Parish,  Conn,  to  Charleston,  Saratoga  Co.,  N.  \  .  about  1784,  thence 
to  Pompey,  Onondaga  Co.,  N.  Y.  about  1798.  All  his  children  went  with 
him  except  Caleb  and  Uriah.  They  remained  with  their  grandfather, 
John  Abbott.  Caleb  married  in  Norwalk,  but  came  to  Salina  a  suburb  ot 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.  and  settled  in  1840.

Aaron  Hoyt  married  Sophia  Brooks  daughter  of  William  Brooks  of 
Dutchess  Co.  N.  Y.  (where  he  was  a  Revolutionary  Soldier).  They  lived 
in  Pompey,  Onondaga  Co.,  N.  Y.  1804  and  in  Tully,  N.  Y.  1806.  Later 
came  to  Lafayette,  Onondaga  Co.,  N.  Y.  Owned  750  acres  of  land  north  of 
Lafayette  Village,  N.  Y.  Died  Sept.  20,  1847.  She  died  in  Lexington, 
Ky.  at  the  home  of  daughter  Mary  Sophia  Aug.  26,  1872  aged  85  years! 
Both  are  buried  in  Sentinel  Heights  Cemetery,  Onondaga  County,  N.  Y. 

A  carved  ivory  fan  presented  to  Sophia  Brooks  by  the  Master  of  a  British 
ship  to  carry  at  her  wedding  came  down  through  her  daughter  Miss  Mary 
S.  Hoyt  of  Lexington,  Ky.,  with  whom  she  lived  in  her  last  few  years,  to 
Mrs.  Belle  Hoyt  Leighton,  (Mrs.  H.  J.)  who  also  lived  with  her  aunt  Mary 
S.  Hoyt  for  several  years  of  her  girlhood  and  who  presented  it  in  1936  to  the 
Museum  of  the  National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of  1812  located  at  1461 
Rhode  Island  Avenue,  N.W.,  Washington,  D.  C.  where  it  is  now  on  ex¬ 
hibition.

Vol.  II,  page  975  to  978  inclusive,  accounts  of  land  transactions,  etc.  in 
reference  to  George  Abbott  of  Norwalk,  Fairfield,  Co.,  Conn,  whose  name 
first  appears  in  Hinman’s  ‘‘Catalogue  of  names  of  first  Puritan  settlers  in 
Colony  of  Connecticut  1648.  Some  of  the  following  are  from  his  records. 

Dr.  Stiles,  Author  of  Ancient  Windsor  Ct.”  mentions  him  as  probably 
identical  with  the  boy,  George  Abbott,  who  says,  Selleck  in  History  of 
Norwalk,  Ct.,  page  345,  probably  engaged  himself  for  service  in  order  to  pay 
his  way  to  America,  in  accordance  with  a  custom  of  that  early  day.  He 
was  in  service  in  1640.  He  was  in  Hartford  in  1647  -  48.  Abbott  and 
another  man  in  Windsor  having  lived  with  the  Indians,  were  instrumental 
in  settling  with  those  of  Massacoe  (the  Indian  name  for  Simsbury)  Ct. 
for  burning  the  tar  and  pitch  of  John  Griffin  of  Windsor,  June  28,  1648. 
The  Indians  conveyed  their  land  at  M^assacoe  (except  two  acres  reserved 
for  their  use)  to  Griffin  and  he  assigned  his  Indian  deed  Dec.  23,  1661  to 
the  committee  which  had  been  appointed  to  dispose  of  the  land  at  Massa¬ 
coe,  for  the  use  of  the  town  of  Windsor. 

In  the  Norwalk,  Conn,  records  mention  is  made  of  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee’s  having  laid  out  to  him  2  acs  of  land  on  the  further  end  of  ‘‘Stickey 
Playne  near  the  place  of  plum  trees”  which  was  willed  to  his  son  Daniell 
Jan.  17,  1699.  This  is  probably  one  of  the  first  allottments  of  ' 
land  made  to  him,  but  the  date  is  not  given.  The  first  record  of  his  having 
disposed  of  land  in  Norwalk  was  in  1652  when  he  sold  1  ac  &  4  rds  ‘‘in 
Stoney  Hill  Division  in  the  planting  field  called  the  Neck”  to  Thomas 
Fitch  of  Norwalk**.  He  was  probably  in  Norwalk  as  early  as  1649. 

He  was  twice  married  but  the  name  of  the  first  wife  not  known,  name  of 
second  wife,  Mrs.  Johanna  Williamson  of  Boston,  Mass,  who  had  three 
children  when  married  to  Abbott. 
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There  are  many  entrees  on  Norwalk  land  records  of  purchases  and  sales 
of  land  during  his  two  score  years  there;  one  of  interest  is  to  George  Abbott 
and  Thos.  Betts  a  spruce  swamp  on  the  “  neck  and  planting  field  ”  for  which 
they  agreed  to  provide  the  town  with  300  chestunut  planks  for  the  meet¬ 
ing  house. 


His  landed  estate  was  valued  June  3,  1687  —  125  lbs.  There  were 
about  78  settlers  that  year.  He  was  Marshall  1659  -  60, 1660  -  61.  “  Towns¬ 
man  ”  1664,  Pounder  (his  yard  for  a  pound)  1674-75  “  was  chosen  to  sweep; 
and  paid  14  shillings  for  sweeping  the  meeting  house’'  1674-75  and  again 
16  s.  in  1675-76,  and  20s  for  same  1679-80.  Sergeant  Abbott  was  surveyor 
1688.  He  died  about  1689.  His  children  were  probably  all  born  in  Nor¬ 
walk,  Ct.
